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PREFACE 


This pamphlet presents some genealogical and biographical 
data concerning most of the ancestral lines in America of Daniel’ 


‘Bushnell (1808-1891) of Pittsburgh, Pa. It also makes public for

the first time the English home of the emigrant Francis’ Bushnell, 
establishes the fact that he was the sole emigrant progenitor of 
all the American Bushnells, and gives the first correct account of 
the first three generations of the family in America. 

The pamphlet is issued as a preliminary to the compilation 
and publication of a much larger and more important volume, 
which is to include the history not only of all the ancestors of 
the above Daniel* Bushnell but also of all his descendants, and 
also the history of all the ancestors and descendants of John 
Byers Warden (1793-1865) of Pittsburgh, Pa., and of Robert 
Caldwell McLean (1829-1867) of Mount Pleasant, Pa.

BUSHNELL LINE 


1. FRANCIS BUSHNELL, the ancestor of all the Bushnells 
of America, was born in England, probably about 1580; but the 
exact time and place of his birth and his parentage are not yet 
known. The first mention found of him is the record of his first 
marriage at Horsham, co. Sussex, in 1605; and he continues to be 
mentioned or referred to in the registers of this parish until 1635, 
after which year the Bushnells completely disappear from the 
registers. No Bushnell appears in the Protestation Roll for Sus- 
sex, taken in February 1641/2, which contains a list of about 
thirteen thousand names comprising every male resident aged 
eighteen years and over; so it is likely that Francis! Bushnell was 
not of Sussex County ancestry, and it is apparent that he and his 
children had moved from the county between 1635 and 1641. All 
the Bushnell entries in the Horsham Registers, which entries 
extend from 1605 to 1635, pertain to Francis! Bushnell and his 
children and grandchildren, with one exception, viz.: the burial 
record of a Mary Bushnell, widow, on 22 Feb. 1624/5; this record 
may refer to the mother of Francis! Bushnell. | 

Francis' Bushnell immigrated to New England from Horsham 
in the spring of 1639, and was one of the founders that year of 
Guilford, Conn., where he died in 1646, his will being proved on 


13 Oct. 1646. Some of his children had preceded him in emigrating 
to America. 


He married first, at Horsham, 13 May 1605, Ferris QUENELL, 
baptized there 17 Apr. 1587, daughter of Henry and Beatrix 


(Carter) Quenell, granddaughter of Henry Quenell, and great- 


granddaughter of Henry Quenell; she was buried there 10 Mar. 
1627/8, having died in childbed. They had eleven children, 
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iTe married second, at Horsham, 2 June 1629, Joanr KINWARD, 
who was buried 21 June 1631, lcaving no issue. 

He is said by printed American authorities to haye marzied 
[third], Rearcca -: the record of this supposed marriage has 
not been found, and there was no issue of this asserted marriage.

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° RDMUND? BUSHNELL (rancis'), baptized at Horsham, 
27 Apr. 1606, next appears there in entries on the registers several 
times between 2 Aug. 1627, when he was married, and 5 May 
1635, when his fourth child Francis’ was buried in infancy. A few 
weeks later he came to New England and soon entered the employ 
of Jehn Winthrop junior (son of Gov. Winthrop) in charge of his 
Ten Hills Farm in Medford, Mass.; but he lived here less than a 
year, dying 28 Mar. 1636. No record has been found in New Eng- 
and which mentions his Christian name ‘“dmund"’; he is referred 
to in records here as “goodman Bushnell”; but the combination 
of records of his family in Old and New England makes his identity 
certain. He-is mentioned in three letters of Gov, Winthrop to 
is son John then in Connecticut. Writing 28 Mar. 1636, the 
governor says, “I went to Ten Hills this morning to have seen 
goodman Bushnell; but the Lord had taken him away half an 
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hour before we came there.” On 26 Apr. 1636, the governor wroce, 
*T sent you two letters lately, wherein I certified you of Uhe death 
of zoodman Bushnell, one whom you will miss above all the rest. 
I had him down to Boston Lo do him what honor I eonld at his 
burial.” On 23 June 1636, the governor writes, "“ Goodwife i. 
[evidently Bushnell] is delivered of a daugliter, and abroud again 
in a week. . . . I suppose you will consider of the widow Bushnell 
and of the other widows at Ten Ilills,” ete. (See Winthrop § 
“History of New England,” vol. 1, pp. 465, 466, and 471.) Gov. 
Winthrop’s remarks indicate that Edmund? Bushnell was a man 
held in good esteem. 

Edmund? Bushnell married at Ilorsham, 2 Aug. 1627, MARTHA 
Harton. She came to Net Sngland with her hushand and tivo, 
children, Mdirard* aud Elizabeth’, and had another child, Mary’, 
born here a few weeks after hisdecease. She married second, about 
1644, as his second wife, WiLLtAM BramsLEry of Boston; by him 
she had one daughter, Abigail Beamsley, born in Boston 8 Peb, 
1645/6, who d. young. [William Beamsley by his first wife ANN 
—— had born in Boston: 1. Anne, b, 13 Feh. 1652/3, m. 
Ezekiel Woodward; 2. Grace, bh. 10 Sept. 1635, m. Samuel Graves; 
3. Mercy, b. 9 Dee. 1637, m. (1), 17 Oct, 1656, Michnel Willborue, - 
and m.

3. DEA. FRANCIS? BUSHNELL (Francis!) was baptized at 
orsham, 8 Jan. 1608/9. IIe next appears on entries in the Tlor- 
ham registers between 27 June 1631 and 17 June 163-4, the dates 
of his marriage and the burial of his eldest child Mary’, after 
which he disappears from the Ilersham registers. In April 1635, 
he sailed for New Kngland, embarking at London on the ship 
Planter, being styled Francis Bushnell, carpenter, aged 26, with 
wife Mary aged 26, and child Martha aged 1 year. [The name of 
this child on the shipping list appears to be a clerical error, as 
according lo the Horsham registers his daughter /lizabefl* was 
bapt. 2 Feb, 1633/4. Francis? Bushnell did have a daughter 
Martha’, who m. 1 Nov. 1663, Jonathan Smith; but as she had a 
child bh. as late as 1682, she was doubtless b. after her parents’ 
emigration in 1635.) Fraticis* Bushnell located for a time in Salem, 
Mass.; hut on the arrival of his father early in 1639, he joined with

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him and the other Kent and Sussex emigrants under Rev. Henry - 


Whitfield in founding Guilford, Conn. Later, about 1660, he 
removed to Saybrook, Conn., where he died 9 Dec. 1681, aged 72 
years (not 81 as sometimes erroneously claimed). 

{le married at Horsham, 27 June 1631, Mary Grompripce, 
baptized there 7 Jan. 1605/6, daughter and youngest child of 
Thomas and Anne or Agnes (Ive) Grombridge; she accompanied 
her husband to New England in 1635. Their two eldest children 
were baptized at Horsham; the exact order of births of the others 
is uncertain.

5, JOHN? BUSHNELL (Francis), was baptized at Horshain 
23 Apr. 1615; no other mention of him appears on the registers. 
He came to New England in the spring of 1635 in the ship Hopewell, 
being termed on the sailing-list a glazier, aged 21 years. He 
settled first at Salem with his elder brother Dea. Francis? Bushnell, 
possibly he joined the latter and their father Francis' Bushnell in 
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founding Guilford in 1689, and may have lived there and in Say- 


brook a few years, a bachelor; befere 1650 he settled in Boston 
where he thereafter continued until his death 5 Aug. 1667. IIs 
homestead was on a lot ahoul 1314 feet wide and about 40 feet 
deep, loeated on the site of the present Nos. 4 and 6 Dock 5q,, 
Boston, On 14 Nov. 1667, administration on his estale was given 
to his widow Jane; and on 14 Dec, 1685, a second administration 
wns given to hig son Jolin? Bushnell, then of full age, for himself, 
his sister, and the child of a deceased sister, “the widow having 
removed out of this jurisdiction.” (Suffolk County Probate 
Records.) On 6 Mar. 1685/6, John’ Bushnell of Boston, cord- 
wainer, only son of John? Buslmell of Boston, deceased, and 
guardian of Sarah Covell, daughter of Richard Covell by Sarah his 
wife one of the daughters of the said John? Bushnell the father, and 
Richard English of Boston, butcher, and Jane his wife, daughter 
of said John? Bushnell, deceased, for £115 conveyed to Sampson 
Stoddard the house and land in Boston, formerly of John? Bush- 
nell. (Suffolk County Deeds, vol. 13, fol. 455).

Ile 
eame to New England, probably with his father in the spring of 
1639, lived in youth in Guilford, but Jater settled in Saybrook 
where he died in 1658, aged 35 years. 


He married at Ilartford, 11 Oct. 1648, Many Marvin, baptized - 


at Great Bentley, ca. Essex, England, 16 Dec, 1628, daughter of 
Matthew and Elizabeth Marvin of Norwalk, Conn.; she married 
second, in 1659, Dea. Tuomas Apcate of Saybrook.

7. JOHN’ BUSHNELL (John?, Francis’), was horn in 1668, 
doubtless in Boston, but the record of his birth is not preserved. 
The earliest mention found of him is on 14 Dec. 1680, when having 
come to “full age,” he was granted administration on the estate of 
his father, John? Bushnell, remaining unidministered by his 
mother, as previously stated in the account of his father. (Suffolk 
County Probate Records, vol. 9, p. 949.) Ile is called a “‘cord- 
wainer’’ [shoemaker] when on 6 Mar. 1685/6, he sold to Sampson 
Stoddard the house and Jand in Boston, formerly of his father: 
John? Bushnell. (Suffolk County Deeds, vol. 13, p. 455.) The 
latest mention yet found of him ts in August 1696, when John’ 
Bushnell and ten other men who had been soldiers in the garrison 
fort at Pemaquid, Me., wrote a letter to Licut.-Gov. Stoughton of 
Massachusetts, concerning an attack on the fort by the French 
and Indians. (Suffolk County Court Files, No. $353.) The date 
of his decease has not been found, but he died about 1699. After 
his marriage he lived in a house in which his wife had a life interest 
as dower in the estate of her first husband, John Place, located on 

the site of the present No. 216 Hanover St., Boston. 

He married, about 1685, Mrs. Saran (LovERING) Paco, 
widow of John Place of Boston; on 28 May, 1699, as “Sarah 
Bushnell,” she was admitted a member of the Second Church of 
Boston, and on the following Sunday, 4 June 1699, she had hap- 
tized there her four Bushnell children, Jane, John, William and 
Thomas. She was born in England, was over eight years older 
than her second husband, and was a sister of William Lovering, the 
emigrant ancestor of most of the Massachusetts Loverings. 

On 4 Sept. 1688, John? Bushnell of Boston, cordwainer, and his 
wife Sarah, late the widow and administratrix of John Place of 
Boston, mariner, deceased, for £80 mortgaged to Daniel Smith of 
Charlestown, gunsmith, a messuage and land in Boston where 
they now dwell, formerly owned by said Place, bounded north by 
land of Richard Middlecott, east by the highway to the millbridge, 
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south hy land of heirs of John Williams, and west by land of 4 


Joseph Pearee, measuring about 4614 ft. on said highway and about 
140 ft, in length, On 21 May 1709, Elizabeth Smith, widow and 
exceutrix of suid Daniel Smith, acknowledged that the mortgage 
had been paid. (Suffolk County Deeds, vol. 14, fol. 35.) 

On 20 Oct. 1708, Joseph Plaice of Kingston, R. 1, yeoman, and 
his wife Joanna, one of the daughters of John Platce of Boston, 
deceased, for £18-7-8 conveyed to Thomas Stevens of Boston lmlf 
of the right of said Joanna in the tenement and land in Boston 
where said John Plaice dwelt, and formerly the dwelling of the 
latter’s father, Peter Plaice, who purchased same of Matthew 
Chaffee in 1650, and now oeeupied by Sarah Bushnell sometime 
wife af said John Plaice, Said estate bounded on southeast about 
45 ft. by the highway to the millbridge, northeast by land of 
Richard Middlecott, southwest on land of John Williams, and 
northwest on land of Joseph Peirce. (Suffolk County Deeds, vol. 
24, pp. 182.) 

Other deeds in connection with this property show that John 
Place and his wife Sarah left three children, Sarah (b.- 1674) wile 
of ‘Thomas Stevens, Joanna (b. 1680) wife of Joseph Place, and 
Jane (b. 1683) wife of Anthony Underwood. (Suffolk County 
Deeds, vol. 21, fol. 448.) 7 

This estate was located in the north end of Boston, on the 
northwest side of the present Ilanover St.; was about 45 feet wide 
and 130 feet deep, and was on the site of the present Nos. 214-218

At the court of Jan. 1739/40, 
William Bushnell of Hartford recovered £9-5-0 of William Tiley 
of same, on a demand note. (Hartford County Court Records.) 
This is the latest mention yet found of William! Bushnell, sen.

This tradition is confirmed by the records 
of Lyme, Conn., which show that the mother of Alexander® 
Bushnell (whose maiden name was Thankful Higgins) was married 
on 19 Mar. 1741/2, to Dante, RaTHBone of Lyme, by whom she 


had four children. In their old age, Daniel and Thankful (Hig- 


gins) Rathbone removed from Lyme to Hartland, Conn., to live 
with her eldest son Alexander® Bushnell, where Daniel Rathbone 
died 7 Oct. 1789, aged 83 years, and his widow Thankful died 16 
Mar. 1792, aged 76 years, according to the Church Records. 

The above THANKFUL Hicerss was doubtless identical with the 
person of that name born in Truro, Cape Cod, Mass., 17 Aug.

BOYNTON LINE 


1. WILLIAM! BOYNTON, was born about 1606 in England, 
doubtless in either eastern Yorkshire or northern Lincolnshire, 
and, together with a younger brother John Boynton, was among 
the company brought to New England in the autumn of 1638 by 
Rev. Ezekiel Rogers, rector of Rowley, Yorkshire, England. The 
next year this company settled on the Merrimac River, founding a 
new settlement which was named Rowley, afler their pastor's old 
parish in England. There ‘s an ancient landed and armorial 
Boynton family in Yorkshire, the head of which in the time of 
Charles I was Sir Matthew Boynton, who was created a baronet 
in 1618, and whose present descendant and representative still 
holds the estates and title. T his Sir Matthew Boynton was a 
zealous Puritan and active in the settlement of New England, as 
shown by his letters to Gov. Winthrop and the latter's son, The 
“Boynton Genealogy” gives a tiwwenty-generation pedigree of 
this family from the time of the Norman Conquest; but the exact 
connection to it which is claimed for the emigrant brothers William 
and John Boynton needs verification. There can be no doubt, 
however, of their deriving in-some way from this ancient Yorkshire 
family. 

William Boynton was a clothier by trade, and a man of good 
education and estate. He became a large land owner in Essex 
County, Mass., where he gave a farm to each of his children during 
his lifetime. In 1657 he was appointed schoolmaster of Rowley 
and served as such many years. He died in Rowley, 8 Dec. 1686, 
aged 80 years. 7

BRONSON LINE 


1. JOHN? BRONSON (or BROWNSON), born in England, 
probably about 1610, appears in Hartford, Conn., as early as 
1637, and was a soldier that year under Maj. John Mason in the 
bloody battle with the Pequot Indians. Por this service he was 
given a house lot in the so-called “Soldiers’ Field” in the north 
part of the old Ilartford village, a tract of Jand granted to the 
soldiers in this Pequot expedition. About 1641 he hecame one of 
the earliest settlers of Farmington, Conn., locating his homestead 
ahout half a mile east of the center village. Ile was one of the 
founders and seven pillars at the organization of the church in 
Farmington in 1652, held yarious town offices there, was deputy 
to the General Court at Hartford in 1651, and died in Farmington 
28 Nov. 1680. IJlis younger brother Richard Bronson was also 
an early settler in Farmington, Conn.

COLEMAN LINE 





1. THOMAS' COLEMAN was born in Wiltshire, England, 
about 1602, and came to this country in the ship James from 
Southampton, arriving at Boston 3 June 1650. He had come over 
as agent for a company organized by Sir Richard Saltonstall and 
others for a speculation in sending cattle to New En gland; but on 
account of a disagreement, his contract was terminated, He 
became one of the first settlers and proprietors of Newbury, Mass., 
and on 17 May 1637 was admitted a freeman of the Massachusetts 
Colony. On 24 Sept. 1650, he was bondsmian in a court case for 
John Tillotson who had married in 1648 Dorcas Coleman, evi- 
dently his daughter; the printed accounts of the Coleman family 
claim that Doreas was sister of Thomas! Coleman, but as she was 
evidently over 25 years his junior, it seems clear she was his 
daughter. In 1651 he removed from Newbury to Hampton, 
N. H., where he was elected a selectman in 1654 and in 1657 
bought the homestead of the widow Mary Hussey. On 14 Aug. 
1662, he deposed in court, giving his age as G0 years. He resided 
in Hampton until about 1671 when he removed to Nantucket 
his name being on a deed of 29 Jan. 1671 among the grantees 0 
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that island by the Indian sachem. On 30 Oct. 1678, he was on a 
jury in Nantucket, and on & Nov. 1673 deeded his property there 
to his son Tobias Coleman.

CRAFORD OR CRAVITT LINE 


1. MORDECAT! CRAFORD (or CRAVITT), born about 1621, 
probably in England, was a fisherman by occupation, and settled 
in Salem, Mass., as early as 11 July 1649 when he appeared in 
court there against one James Thomas who had stolen some cod- 
fish from him. We was a man of contentious disposition, and dur- 
ing the next thirty years appears frequently in the records of the 
Essex County Court. Among these numerous cases, in June 1658, 
Joseph Myles sued Mordicha Creford and Edith his wife for 
slander, for the said Edith saying that the plaintiff was a base 
rascal and thievish rogue. On 20 Aug. 1671, Mordeke Cravit, 
aged about fifty years, deposed in a suit of William Curtice vs. 
Joseph Phippen. (See Essex County Court Files, printed vols. 
1, p. 172; 2, p. 97; and 5, p. 420.) As Mordica Crafort he appears 
among 230 signers of a petition of Salem residents in 1668 against 
imposts. In the records, his family name is variously spelled 
Craford, Crafford, Creford, Crafort, Crafon, Cravit, Cravitt, 
Crevit, etc.; possibly it may have been a corruption of Crawford.

about 1620, was in Salem, Mass., as early as 1643, and soon settled 
in Wenham, Mass., where he was sworn constable in December 
1647 and was admitted freeman 27 June 1649. Ile was a shoemaker 
by trade, Te was killed by lightning at the house of Rey. Antipus 
Newman in Wenhain, 18 May 1673. Administration on his estate 
was given to his widow Mary Goldsmith, in Sept. 1673.

For 
some years previous to the removal to America, the emigrants had 
lived in the-parish of Kenilworth, but it is not certain that they or 
their father, George Griswold, were born there, as the registers of 
this parish before 1650 are lost. Kenilworth is noted for ibs 
fainous castle, aud is just east of Wroxall, in which parish other 
Criswolds were living fenp. Charles I. About ten miles northwest 
of Kenilworth and Wroxall lies the parish of Solihull, ev, War- 
wick, where a landed and armorial family of Griswold was seated 
from as early as 1300; a pedigree of eleven generations of this 
family appears in the Visitation of Warwickshire in 1619. Their 
arms were: Argent, a fess gules, between two greyhounds courant, 
sable. George Griswold, the father of the New England colonists, 
was evidently descended from this armorial and landed family at 
Solihull; but no really serious and exhaustive efforts yet appear 
to have been made to establish his exact eonnection to it. Ife 
was perhaps the George Griswold who was baptized at Solihull 
13 Jan. 1576/7; the register does not give the parentage of this 
child: but he was probably a youuger son of Richard? and Marga- 
ret. (Tall) Griswold, who were married in 1561 (Thomas®, Richard’, 
John", John®, William’, Richard’, Ralph®, John"). While for the 
present the ancestry of George Griswold of Kenilworth, England, 
father of the emigrants Edward and Matthew, remains unestah- 
lished, the prominent social and political position occupied by 
the two brothers in Connecticut, shows they were of good station 
in England; and for over two centuries the descendants of Mat- 
thew Griswold and their connections through marriage with the 
Wolcott, Pitkin, and Trumbull families furnished most of the 
leading men of Connecticut, as will be noted in the account of the 
Wolcott family. 

After arriving in Connecticut in 1659, at the age of about twenty 
years, Matthew! Griswold lived with his older brother Edward 
for a few years in Windsor, and then about 1640 settled in that 
part of Saybrook which .twenty-five years later was set off into 
the town of Lyme, going there as agent for Gov. Fenwick. Here 
he became a prominent man, served on numerous committees, 
and was deputy to the General Court for Saybrook in 1654, 1607, 
and 1668, and for Lyme 1671-1674 and 1677-1634, a total of fif- 
teen years. He died at his estate in Lyme 27 Sept. 1698, aged 
nearly 80 years.

HIGGINS LINE 


1. RICHARD! HIGGINS, born in England as early as 1610, 
was a tailor by oceupation and a resident of Plymouth, Mass., as 
early as 25 Mar. 1633, when he was taxed there. Nothing is known 
of his English ancestry, A pedigree is claimed for him in the Oct. 
1915 number of the ““New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Record,” asserting he was a nephew of John Higgins, a prominent 
Elizabethan poet and historian; but this alleged pedigree, which 
the article states was compiled with the assistance of Mr. Gustave 
Anjou, is obviously a ridiculous swindle, In 1634, Richard! Hig- 
gins was admitted a freeman of the Plymouth Colony, and he also 
appears there in a list of inhabitants in 1643 who were “able to 
bear arms,” or were fit for military duty. The next year he was 
one of the founders of Eastham, Mass., where he became an 
extensive landowner, served as selectman three years, was on the 
Council of War in 1667, and held the office of deputy to the Plyin- 
outh General Court in 1649, 1661, and 1667. About 1670 he 
and his second wife and all the children of this marriage removed 
to Piscataway, N. J,, his two eldest children, by his first wife, 
remaining in Lastham and succeeding to their father’s property 
there. He died in Piscataway, N. J., in 1677.

He soon suceumbed to the hardships of the wilder- 
ness, and was among the half of the hundred settlers who died 
during the first winter, pneumonia taking off a heavy toll of the 
little band unused to the severities of New England winter weather.

“Thomas Rogers died in the first sickness, but his son is still 
living and is married and hath six children; the rest of his children 
came over [later], and are married and have many children.”

WELLS LINE 


20 WILLIAM WELLS, GENT., was born in England about 
1603, appears in Southampton, Long Island, as early as 1643, and 
soon removed to Southold, Long Island, where he afterwards 
resided and died. According to ancient tradition amony his 
descendants, he was son of a dean of Norwich, and was united 
in England fer the law. Researches in England in recent years 
somewhat corroborate this traditionary origin. Records ata 
wich show there was a Rev. William Welles, born ahout 1567 
who graduated from Pembroke College, Cambridge University, 
oe 1587/8, A.M. 13591, in 1598 heeame rector of St Hahes 
Mancroft Chureh, Norwich, in 1613 was appointed a arebend f 
Norwich Cathedral, and dying 26 May 1620, was buried in hi 
parish chureh, where his tombstone with his arms and a eulo ef 
Inscription my still be seen.

That he had heen 
rae 1¢ law is apparent from the large number of legal 
ents drawn up by him, preserved in the Southold Records, 
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and from the fact that he possessed several law books brought 
from England, some of which are still in the possession of his 
descendants. Tlis superior social position is apparent from the 
fact that he is always termed in the records either “Mr”, 
“Master,” or “Gent.” He was much employed in legal matters 
in Southold and vicinity and served as deputy to the General 
Court at New Haven in 1653 and 1657 to 1661. After the con- 
quest of New Amsterdam [New York] from the Dutch by the 
English in 1664, Long Island came under the jurisdiction of New 
York, and William! Wells was appointed a local mugistrate by 
Gov. Nicolls. In 1665 he served on a convention to draft a code 
of laws for the Province of New York, and the same year was 
appointed the high sheriff of Yorkshire, comprising the eastern 
half of Long Island, and held this office four years. He died at 
Southold, 13 Nov. 1671.

WINES LINE 


1. BARNABAS' WINES, born in England, probably about 
1600 to 1605, was an carly proprietor of Waterlown, Mass., and 
was admitted a freeman of the Massachusetts Colony, 6 Miy 
1635. On 20 Dee, 1642, he sold seven acres of land in Watertown 
to Jolin Stowers, and on 28 Feb. 1643/4, sold another seven acres 
there to William Paine. A few years later he removed to Southold, 
L. [., where he afterwards resided. In 1654 he was corporal of 
the militury company in Southold, and authorized to train the 
mien in the absence of Lieut. Budd. In 1662 he was freeman of: 
the Connecticnt Colony, and deputy to its General Court at 
Hurtford im 1664. On 1 July 1670, he conveyed land in Southald 
to his youngest son Samuel Wines. In the census of 1676 he was 
rated on £152 for 15 acres of land, 24 cattle, G horses, ete. this is 
the latest reeord feund of him, and he probably died soon after. 

He was married about 1622, but no reeord has heen found which 
names his wife; bat she was certainly the “Aunt Wines” named 
in the will dated 16 May 1640, of Mary? Benjamin of Watertown, 
Who was born about 1630, danghter of Jolin! and Abigail * (day)

The ancestry of Henry! Wolcott has not yet been proved, however, 
back of his grandfather. 

In early manhood, Henry! Wolcott embraced the fervid faith 
and uncompromising religious convictions of the Puritan founders 
of New England. Sacrificing material prosperity and luxury for 
conscience sake, he disposed of part of his English estates at a 
great loss, and sailed for New England early in the spring of 1630 
in the ship Mary and John, in a party of colonists from south- 
western England who founded Dorchester, Mass. In October 
1635 he and his family were among the intrepid party who made 
the toilsome journey through the then unbroken wilderness from 
Dorchester, Mass., to the Connecticut River, on which they 
founded the town of Windsor, Conn. He was the leading man 
of this new settlement, for twenty years was active in trade as 
an importing and exporting merchant, was a member of the first 
General Court of Connecticut in 1637, and was an assistant and 
magistrate of the Connecticut Colony from 1643 until his death 
in Windsor, 30 May 1655. Although he had brought from 
England an estate of several thousand pounds, the vissicitudes of 
mereantile life in a wilderness colony had so reduced his property 
that the estate he left in New England was valued at less than 
£800. He also econtinned to hold, until his decease, Galdon 
Manor and other lands in England, which he entailed upon his 
-_ eldest surviving son, Henry? Wolcott. 

From its first settlement in Connecticut,’ the Wolcott family 
was the most distinguished family in that Colony, and Henry! 
Wolcott was ancestor of a large number of eminent men, among 
whom may be named, Roger Wolcott, Oliver Wolcott sen., Oliver 
Wolcott jun., William Wolcott Elsworth, Matthew Gsawold 
sen., and ltoger Griswold, all governors of Connecticut; Roger 
Wolcott, late governor of Massachusetts; Frederick Wolcott and 
Matthew Griswold, judges of the Superior Court of Connecticut; 
Dr. Alexander, Wolcott, Gen. and Judge Erastus Wolcott, and 
Gen. Roger Newberry, prominent patriots of the Revolution; 
Chauncey Goodrich, lheutenant-governor of Connecticut; and 
Edward Oliver Wolcott, United States Senator from Colorado. 

Henry’ Wolcott married at Lidiard St. Lawrence, co. Somerset, 
England, 19 Jan. 1606, Exazapera Saunpens; she died at Windsor 
5 July 1655, surviving her husband but five weeks.

YOUNGS LINE 


1. REV. CHRISTOPHER! YOUNGS, born in England about 
1575, graduated from Emmanuel College, Cambridge, A.J} 1597, 
A.M. 1600. On 14 Jan, 1611/12, he became vicar of Reydon and 
Southwold, co. Suffolk, where he continued in office until his death, 
14 June 1626. Where he was located during the dozen years 
after obtaining his master’s degree in 1600 and until he secured 
the living at Southwold in 1612, has not been learned. Wis alma 
mater was the famous Puritan College of England, where so many 
of the ministers were educated who became leaders in the founding 
of New England. It is not surprising, therefore, that the chil- 
dren of Rey. Christopher! Youngs participated in this emigration; 
doubtless he also would have done so, if he had lived to the time.
